In a simple “inaugural” instead of coronation ceremony, 
the princess of the House of Orange will take over the reins 
of her country’s government from the weary hands of her 
mother, who assumed them 50 years ago. 

Wilhelmina, one of the last of the reigning monarchs, ruled 
through two World Wars and many world changes. When she was 
inaugurated in Amsterdam Sept. 6, 1898, the United States was just 

emerging in its war with Spain as a world power. 

The Constitution of Sept. 7, 1898, recorded her inaugural address. 
“On this date I draw more closely the solemn tie existing between 
myself and my people ... Beautiful is my vocation ... Beautiful 
is my task.” 

_ Earlier Editor Clark Howell had made note of the young princess’ 
eighteenth birthday, Aug. 31, and pointed out editorially that she

The FSA and Socialized Medicine 


For years the Federal Security Agency 
has been using taxpayers’ money to cam- 
paign for socialized medicine. It has 
found a valuable ally in President Tru- 
man and with his blessings has issued a 
183-page report incorporating its recom- 
mendations, chief among which is a pro- 
vision for compulsory national health in- 
surance.

incidents, for example, as the father of a 
doubled-up 12-year-old boy being forced 
to go to four doctors in Atlanta before 
finding one who would accept the young- 
ster as an emergency case are not cal- 
culated to strengthen the argument against 
collectivized medicine. The quick atten- 
tion given the boy by the fourth physi- 
cian did much to prevent an unsavory 
public reaction. But had the youth 
reached the operating table an hour later 
it is likely he would have died of a rup- 
tured appendix. 

The medical profession is founded 
upon the principle of service. The public, 
for the most part, is aware that the short- 
age of doctors has placed a heavy burden 
on available practicioners and is willing 
to make allowance for that fact. It re- 
mains true, nevertheless, that the med- 
ical profession is on trial before the court 
of public opinion every day. Government 
bureaucrats of the same ilk as Oscar R. 
Ewing, Federal Security Administrator, 
are eager to exploit any real or fancied 
shortcoming of the free medical profes- 
sion to get in more propaganda for Gov- 
ernment control.

Election Low 


Editor Constitution: I think Secretary of State 
Fortson, in his statement recently, misconstrues 
the election law in offering to put the candidates 
of a new vpaity on the ballot, if the new party 
files a petition signed by 5 percent of the reg- 
istered voters. 

Under tne law, the privilege of getting on the 
ballot by filing a 5 percent petition applies only 
to candidates running as independents. Act of 
March 20, 1943. 

Candidates of a party must show that the 
party cast at teast 5 percent of the votes in the 
last general! election next preceding for the elec- 
tion of such «fficers. The law takes no account 
of the fact that the party may not have been then 
in existence. and makes no provision for new 
parties The 5 percent petition does not apply 
io party candidates. 

There is a difference between 5 percent of 
the registered voters and 5 percent of the vote 
cast. in the last preceding genera] election. 

Neither the Dixiecrats, the Wallaceites or the 
Christian Action parties, in my opinion, are en- 
tifled to be rut on the ballot and cannot qualify 
by 5 percent petitions.

They, Too, Choose Freedom 


THOMASTON—It was a pleasant change to write last week of a country that | 
is being built up (Upton County, Georgia) instead of one that is going downhill | 


every hour of every day. For the past three years I have watched what appeared 
to be the thing Mr. Churchill dreaded: the dissolution of the British Empire;

was, indeed, a heartbreaking spectacle. Many better informed observers than I 


am i not hare this opinion; they believe that Britain will again, as she always has in the past, 
pull through to her former position of world eminence. 


Possibly so; I hope they are right. No 


doubt I was pessimistic and my eye jaundiced; but IJ say truthfully that when I left England in July 
I could see no hope of life in that country becoming even moderately pleasant in the next 20 years. 


During the greater part of my three years 
there my husband, a true Britisher, advocated 
“sitting tight.” “Things look worse to an Ameri- 
ean than they do to Britons,” he said. “You must 
realize that large numbers of the working class 
are faring better than. ever in their lives. Be- 
fore war rationing came along few of them ever 
had miik except for tea, or real butter or bacon. 
Now they’ get precious little, I'll grant you, but 
they do get some. They lived on potatoes, cab- 
bage, bread, fish and tea and they can still get 
those. In addition they have health insurance, 
better schools, better jobs, shorter hours, more 


pay.” 


“Yes,” I countered, “but whdt about the 
equally large middle classes and the upper 
class? What about the maddening restric- 
tions, the depressing atmosphere of bombed 
ruins and shattered houses, the housing 
shortage, electricity and gas shortages, the 
so-called ‘direction of labor’ which is only 
a euphemism for slavery, and the prohibi- 
tive taxes?” 


“But surely, dear,” he answered, “a country 
ean't recover in a few months from six years of 
devastating war. If we'll just hold on for an- 
ther few years, things will begin to pick up— 
with a littie luck.” 

At first we thought those few years would 
be two; then we amended it to five. The Win- 
ter blizzard of 1947 came along then, to set 
everybody’s estimates back a decade. The eco- 
nomic crisis which followed has dragged on for 
a year, becoming more acute with each passing 
month. 

We sat there in our London flat at night read- 
ing American magazines, looking at American 
advertisements and remarking, “It’s just another 
world, that’s what it is.” 

“The people in the United States are alive,” 
said Robert... “They have vitality and hope and 
confidence—and why not, it’s a new country. 
I’m beginning to fear that this one is finished. 
Dash it all, we can’t even win our own cricket 
matches any more. Seriously, though, it worries 
me that nobody here protests against anything 
any longer. The Government piles on restric- 
tions, laws, taxes, and the result is only apathy. 
That is the alarming thing. I do honestly believe 
that if they told us we'd have no electricity at 
all, no petrol, no theaters, no food, we’d just 
accept it without a word of pxotest. It frightens 
me.” 

During the Spring months we watched further 
deterioration of the economic position and with 
it the imposing of further restrictions. All let- 
ters going out were X-rayed for pound notes 
(sent, in most cases, by those intending to travel 

or emigrate), and those coming in as well were

examined for notes that had been bought abroad 
at cheap rates. Citizens were allowed the barest 
minimum for holidays abroad. Those who hoped 
to emigrate to nonsterling areas were allowed 
to take out so little money that anyone leaving 
the country had to do so at a great financial 
sacrifice. There was no such thing as converting 
your cash into jewels or rare silver; 
sailing you had to have a permit from the Board 
of Trade allowing you to take your personal pos- 
sessions—which had to be reasonable, and must 
have been in your possession for a period of 
time.

But I believe the real cause of his de- 
cision to come to America was the convic- 
tion that life under the Socialist Govern- 
ment had come to bear too close a resem- 
blance to a Communistic state and the peo- 
ple had lost the power to rebel. 


“There are too many people here content to 
sit in their civil service jobs and just look for- 
ward to hanging their hats on a pension,” he 
said one night. “In America they still take a 
gamble. There the working man can call his 
boss ‘Willie’ or ‘J. K,’ Here he bows and says 
‘Sir.’ In America you can still pick your own 
job, censor your own letters and live an un- 
regulated life. Maybe it’s just another name for 
freedom—but whatever they call it, 1’m in favor 
or it.”

—— figures on Soviet desertions to the 
Brifish zone are unobtainable. Yet it can cer- 
tainly be assumed that at least as many Russians 
have fled to the British zone as to the Ameri- 
can zone. Indeed, the total may well be higher. 
This is for a very simple reason. 

For a long time after the war Russian de- 
serters to the American zone of Germany were 
handed over to the Soviet authorities, and thus 
to certain death, as a result of a postwar Soviet- 
American agreement. The agreement has now 
in effect been jettisoned. Deserters are returned 
only if the Russians can precisely identify the 
individual and specify exactly where he can 
be found—and for obvious reasons this happens 
exceedingly rarely if at all. 


The mere fact that this mass peacetime 
desertion is taking place is itself an im- 
mensely significant commentary on the So- 
viet system, far more meaningful than the 
occasional individual escape of a Kravchenko 
or a Kasenkina. For the plain fact is—and 
it is becoming plainer every day—that the 
Soviet political experiment is a ghastly and 
tragic failure. This fact is attested not only 
by the utter desperation which must moti- 
vate the mass desertions from the Soviet 
zone, but by the almost equal desperation 
with which the Russian rulers are attempt- 
ing to isolate the whole Soviet sphere from 
the free world.

If a dog stays 
outdoors the Winter through a 
‘storm lobby in his house is very 
desirable. If this isn’t possible, a 
piece of old rug or heavy sack’ 
hung over the entrance is a big 
help. 

THE MOST IMPORTANT step 
is to make up your mind where 
the dog will stay this Winter. Don't 
keep him in a steam-heated house 
part-time and in a chilly kennel 
the balance of the time. This is 
where you run the pneumonia 
risk. And pneumonia is often a 
fatal disease among dogs. 


BEDS ARE IMPORTANT TOO— 
Whether your dog stays indoors or 


>| outdoors, his bed should be raised 


‘several inches from the floor. The 
indoor dog should have a blanket 
or small rug in his bed. The out-| 
‘door fellow can do with plenty of 
cedar shavings or cedar excelsior. 
Too, having something to lie on, 
other than a hard surface, is de- 
sirable because it does away with 
worn elbows (elephant skin). 


TOO MANY BATHS are not a 
good idea at any time of the year 
but for the outdoor dog in Winter, 
they are practically taboo. A good 
brushing daily is the thing. It 
keeps skin clean. coat oily and 
wards off skin irritations.

When an illness becomes more 
than a passing ailment. consult 
your veterinarian and don’t wait 
too long.

If, as the saying goes, “any 
mother who rears a family of 
fine children deserves a crown 
in heaven,” then Miss Alpha- 
retta Eckert, who recently re- 
Signed as case worker for the 
Child Welfare Association of 
Fulton and DeKalb Counties, de- 
serves many crowns. 

For 20 years Miss Eckert has 
been finding homes for babies 
bereft of parents through death 
or some other unfortunate cir- 
cumstance, keeping close super- 
vision over them until she was 
certain they had been placed in 
the type of home where they 
really belonged, and then con- 
tinuing with her interest and en- 
couragement until they were 
grown and settled in life. 

Today she has several hun- 
dred “children” scattered over 
the country, with quite a crop 
of “grandchildren.” She loves 
all of them as deeply as any fos- 
ter mother could, and she has 
stacks of photographs as proof 
that they feel they belong to 
her. 

A native of Kentucky and a 
former schoolteacher, Miss Eck- 
@t was brought to Atlanta in 
1927 by the Georgia Children’s 
Home Society, where during the 
last three years of its existence 
she served in the placing of 
babies as she has done for 17 
years at the local Child Wel- 
fare Association. 

Every homeless waif that has 
ever been turned over to her has 
been an “angel,” for whom she 
knew the perfect adopted par- 
ents or foster parents were wait- 
ing. Her gift for bringing happi- 
ness to so many-childless couples 
and the opportunity for normal 
development to so many babies 
lay in.a sort of sixth sense by 
which she matched the particu- 
lar child to parents. 

She went to infinite pains to 
learn everything possible about 
the background of any child up 
for adoption—studied the physi- 
cal characteristics, mental cali- 
bre, educational equipment, so- 
cial level, etc. of its parents. 
Then she would crutinize just as 
closely the background of all 
couples who had made applica- 
tion for the adoption of a baby. 
Nine times out of 10 she man- 
aged to match parents and baby 
so well that the child not only 
had the same general tempera- 
ment as its adopted parents but 
had so nearly the same physical 
characteristics as _ to 
favor one or both of them after 
a few years. 

Older children who had to be 
placed in boarding homes were 
handled just as conscientiously. 
Many boys and girls came to 
adulthood without even having 
to change foster homes because 
of Miss Eckert’s wise choice, 
and many of them grew up to

, Importance of Arrangement Container 


y As any woman knows, one of | exacting art of flower arrange- 


the most important considera- 
tions in the creation of a flower 
arrangement is the type of con- 
_tainer selected for the composi- 
tion. 

Any vase or bowl that is 
either so beautiful in itself or so 
gaudily decorated as to detract 


from the flower arrangement is 
inappropriate. Its color should 
blend unobtrusively into the 
whole picture. Further, the 
shape of the container is im- 
portant. Its lines should con- 
form to the composition of the 
particular type of arrangement. 
And certainly no_ container 
serves its purpose unless it 
meets the functional require- 
ments of errangement. It must 
be so shaped as ti. hold flowers 


securely just as the creator ar- 


ranged them. 

But—as Atlanta garden club 
women well know—flower con- 
tainers meeting such require- 
ments are hard to find. And 
thereby hangs a story. 


Several years ago a group of 
local flower show leaders called 
.up Julian Harris, one of Geor- 
gia’s outstanding sculptors, and 
presented their problem. 
“Couldn't he design some vases 
and bowls that would meet their 
needs?” they asked. He could, 
and did. 


For tae last two years Design, 
Inc., located at Marietta, Ga., 
has been manufacturing fine 
china flower containers that 
have become a must with many 
local flower arrangement artists. 
Further they are now being sold 
across the country from New 
York to California. The reason 
—only two or three manufac- 
turers over the country design 
vases and bowls primarily to 
meet the requirements of the 
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| of this particular 
| tainers. 
| ing number have taken blue rib- 


ment. 

Colors used by Harris are con- 
fined ta. subtle tones of celadon 
green, coral, gray and ivory, 
which he considers the perfect 
background mood for all types 
of flower decorations. Shapes 
are all unobtrusive in desigz. 
There is a standard pillow vase, 
a Chinese bowl. of conventional 
proportioas, an elliptical vase, 
and a cylindrical vase with a 
specially constructed slot de- 
signed particularly for the cre- 
ation of Hogarth curve arrange- 
ments. There is also a three- 
way bowl which can be used 
two ways to frame a flower ar- 
rangement or can be _ placed 
horizontally and used as a bowl. 

Several of his creations can 
be used equally well as flower 
containers or serving dishes. 
For instance a delicate cream 
and sugar with clever molded-in 
handles would serve equally 
well for holding dainty flowers; 
another piece doubles as a 
flower container and a Deep 
South gravy bowl; and a beauti- 
fully designed platter might just 
as well be used for asparagus as 
delphinium. A handsomely de- 
signed water pitcher with its 
perforated lip would lend itself 
beautifully to a garden bouquet.

She took none, that is, except the words of 
easy-going Lemuel S. (Sandy) Bowers.

He ran up a big 
bill for board and washing. She, Scottish, was 
alone, and the middle years were coming. 

To settle his unpaid bill, he gave Eilley a part

AST week’s column dis- 

cussed the selection of 
good looking furniture 
which is also suitable and 
comfortable. The final im- 
portant point to consider is 
sturdy construction. 

Many strength-giving 
features of furniture..are 
hidden underneath, so t that 
it is necessary to turn a 
chair or table over to see 
the actual construction. In 
other cases, as with uphol- 
stered furniture, it is im- 
possible to see if the 
springs are tied properly 
and to determine stuffing 
material used. 

In such instances, you 
must rely on the integrity 
of your dealer and the 
manufacturer of the furni- 
ture. An accompanying tag 
will list the contents of 
an upholstered piece. The 
salesperson or the buyer 
will supply additional data. 


General Considerations 
HERE are a number of 
things which all good 

furniture has in common. 

One of these is careful 

workmanship. Trimming on 

upholstered pieces should 
be neatly applied and se- 
curely fastened in place; 
panels on veneered furni- 
ture should be carefully 
matched. Many well-made 
pieces have sanded wood 
frames, and in no case 
should there be splinters. 

Nail heads seldom show 
in good furniture. Beware 
also of a piece on which 


dry glue is smeared over 
a joint. 
Bracing 

SG HAKE a chair or table 

to see if it stands firmly. 
A wobbly piece of furni- 
ture is usually one which 
isn’t braced properly. 

Rungs between the legs 
of a chair help to brace it. 
However, styles such as 
Duncan Phyfe and Shera- 
ton don’t have rungs, so 
it is important to see that 
such chairs are adequately 
braced elsewhere. 

Triangular blocks of 
wood fit into the corners 
of the frame for support. 


Joints 
[N MOST cases you will be 
unable to examine joints 
in chairs, tables, and other 
pieces because they are 


hidden in the construction. 
Two of the most common 
strongest 


and used for 


chair and table legs are 
the dowel joint and the 
mortise and tenon joint. 
The strong dovetail joint, 
found at corners of well- 
made drawers is. visible 
and is easy to recognize.

He kept his word and it was only after his 
recent death in a Los Angeles hospital—eight 
years after the strange interview in Mrs. Young’s 
living room—that his real or fancied relation- 
ship was revealed. 

He died, as he had lived for 31 years, under 
the name of John V. Earle. A friend advised 
Mrs. Young of his death and she in turn notified 
Loretta. 

There were less than a dozen mourners at his 
funeral, among them Polly Ann and Sally. He 
was buried in a plot owned by the aged Mrs.

He opened a restau- 
rant and failed and then, about 10 or 12 years

fter Earle’s death, Loretta said he had told 
the ‘priest he was her father and needed help. 
Through the clergyman, she instructed him to 
see her lawyer. An arrangement was made, she 
continued, for her to contribute to his support 
and she did so for the rest of his life.

Then, some weeks later, Join V. Earle died 
in a hospital chariiy ward. Laura Lund, one 
of his few last friends, asked ‘irs, Laura Young 
to save him from a pauper's grave. 

Mrs. Young was 92 and bed-ridden in her 
Los Angeles home. She wrote to her famous 
granddaughter and the funeral was arranged 
and paid for. 

Loretta could not get away from her studio 
for the rites. “As far as I know,” she said 
afterwards, “this man may have been my father. 
I never saw him.” 

Her mother had no ill feelings for the man 
who never came back to her. 

“I have not seen the children’s father since 
he left home 31 years ago,” she said. “If the 
man who died under the name of John Earle 
was really he, I respect his desire to die in the 
identity he chose and maintained in his life. 

“He was not a mean man, but he was a 
weak man. He was handsome, much too hand- 
some for his own good.” 

Obviously she didn’t believe the amnesia 
story. “He just left,” she said. 

John Young’s sister, Mrs. Grace Claybaugh, 
refused to forgive him, even in death. 

“He crucified his mother when he left. his 
wife and children,” she said. ““‘My mother really 
died when John left them.”

N THE luxurious apartment friends had lent 
to them on New York’s fashionable Sutton 

Place, the Archduke Leopold of Austria and 
his American wife, the former Mrs. Alicia 
‘Coburn, counted their money eight years ago— 
and found they had just $36 between them. 

Behind them were years of luxury in which 
they had often been guests of wealthy friends in 
Europe and America. They had fresh invita- 
tions—offering the use of a yacht, a country 
place on the Hudson, an estate in Miami. 

But the Archduke’s wife shook her head. 

“We haven’t even enough money to tip the 
servants,” she said. And there was no reason to 
hope they would receive any more from Europe, 
‘where the possessions they had were tied up. 

“This is America,” she said. “Money isn’t 
everything. A man who has his health can 
earn his bread as a factory hand or a dishwasher 
—and the respect of his neighbors.” 

Archduke Leopold nodded. 

“European peasants have built successful 
lives here with hard work,” he said. “If a 
peasant can do it, a Prince of Hapsburg can!” 

Thus, in that summer of 1940, Leopold and 
his wife turned their backs on luxury, on society, 
and began six years of what they call adventure; 
of toil and frugal living—years that led, not to 
the success for which they hoped, but to divorce.

It was learned recently ~that Alicia was 
granted a decree in an uncontested suit in. Put- 
nam, Conn., May 28, 1946. The names they used 
were Alicia and Leopold Lothringen—oneé of. 
Leopold’s family names, which is German for 
Lorraine. None of their neighbors knew of 
Leopold’s royal title. 

The story of the lean, hard years from 1940 
to 1946 was told to The American Weekly by 
the Archduke and his former wife, now known 
as Mrs. A. H. Lorraine, who was associated with 
a New York real estate firm. 

They had returned to America in November, 
1939, from France, where they had been guests 
of wealthy Arthur J. Moulton at his chateau. 

Then, after a winter in Sutton Place, came 
the end of their cash—and the Big Decision. 

“We rented a little cottage for $20 a month 
in a village of 1,200 people on Lake Coventry, 
Conn.,”’ she said. “Leopold put on his oldest 
clothes and went out to look for a job.” 

“Yes,” the Archduke added. “And I knew 
how to work with my hands. When I was a boy, 
my father had me work at our blacksmith shop 
so that I could show the servants how to do it.” 

Leopold found a job im a little factory—at 
$15 a week. 

“We found,” Alicia said, “that by the sim- 
plest, most careful budgeting we could pay the 
rent, buy food, keep out of debt and buy gasoline 
for an old car Leopold drove to work.”’ 

“T made all the repairs myself,” the Arch- 
duke said. ‘‘And I’ve still got it.” 

They got through the first winter by skimp- 
ing and saving. The man his neighbors greeted 
as “Leo Lothringen” heated his house with the 
cheapest coal; shoveled snow and, when frozen

Alicia did all the household chores—scrub- 
bing, mopping, cooking and mending their clothes. 
But more important to them, they did win the 
respect, and the liking, of the community. 

In the spring of 1941 Leo got a better job—

second-hand shop for $1, a simple iron bed of- 
fered by a neighbor, and four kitchen chairs. 

America’s entry into the war, and the step-up 
in war production meant plenty of jobs at high 
pay for his neighbors—-but not for Leo. As a 
non-citizen, he found war plant doors closed to 
him. He never earned more than $32 a week. 

Nor would he apply for American citizenship. 
He explains: 


“IT am a monarchist. My loyalty belonged to —

the House of Hapsburg. I could not swear 
allegiance to the United States to gain a few 
more dollars a week. If I should become a citi- 
zen, it will be from my heart—-not for money.’ 

After six years of hard work, the end came. 
Alicia filed suit for divorce under the C onnecticut 
statute covering ‘intolerable cruelty.’ 

Why? They preferred not to discuss it, though 
it was obvious they have a high regard for each 
other. Her attorney, John B. Sullivan, said: 

“It wasn’t physical cruelty. I guess it was 
just a lot of things which kept getting on their 
nerves.’ 

And the Archduke added: 

“Working on the graveyard shift in a factory 
—from 9 p. m. to 5 a. m.—isn’t good for any 
couple’s nerves-—or any marriage.” 

Alicia and Leopold met in New York in 1930, 


after his indictment in connection with the alleg- 
edly fraudulent sale of a $450,000 Napoleon 
necklace belonging to his aunt, Archduchess 
Maria Theresa. 

The Archduchess commissioned a Col. Charles 
Townsend to sell it—which he did, for $60,000. 
He was indicted, but never brought to trial. The 
Archduchess had withdrawn the authorization to 
sell and the question was whether she had done 
te) 6r after the sale went through. 

Archduke Leopold spent 11 days in the 

mbs to try to expedite his trial—was tried and 
rs absolved without even putting in a 

ense. 

Two years later he and Alicia Coburn were 
married—-and embarked on the long road lead- 
ing through the luxurious capitals of Europe to 
divorce in a Connecticut factory town.

In this case the author was a member of The 
American Weekly staff who painstakingly com- 
posed the worst doggerel of which he was capable ‘ 
just to see if at least one song shark would be 
honest enough to reject it. None was. 

What they were after, of course, was the 
“nominal sum” required for the “exhaustive atten- 
tion” they would give it to make it a possible 
Hit Tune of 1948. 

They didn’t get their “nominal sum,” which 
ranged from $18.75 to $35, but in thousands of 
other cases they squeeze a nice profit from hap- 
less amateurs Who get nothing in return but a few 
bars of hack music printed on cheap paper. 

Perhaps no more vicious racket exists today 
than that of the song sharks. As the music indus- 
try has worked its way to the billion-dollar status 
it maintains now, the song sharks have trailed

He does everything he promises to do: He sets 
your song-poem to music, prints 50 or so copies 
at small cost to himself, makes (for an extra fee) 
a cheap recording, furnishes you with a list of top 
music publishers, and may even (for another 
extra fee) have your opus played once over a 
jocal radio station. 

Of course, should you send him the music, he 
will be glad to reverse the process and put words 
to it—for the same price. 

How eager he is for your business is illustrated 
by this gem sent the rounds of song sharks by the 
Better Business Bureau as a test:

CCASIONALLY the U.S. postal authorities, on

What song sharks are careful not to inform 
clients is that no reputable song publisher accepts 
money for publication of either lyrics or melody; 
in fact, he issues royalties in advance on the pros-

positive a hit tume is a direct steal from their 
own works. * 

If the amateur plans on song writing as a life 
profession—and has more than ordinary ability— 
he has taken a big step forward, but his drudgery 
has just begun. 

He is in for unremitting toil and countless 
heartbreaks, with no assurance that he'll ever 
make the gratle. He can forget about sending 
material by mail. He must make the rounds of 
the publishers in person. This means he must 
move to New York City, the core of the game, or 
travel to Hollywood, the secondary center. 

He must, figuratively, beat his head against a 
wall, have doors slammed in his face, take insults 
with a grin, and keep writing, writing, writing 
songs and looking for that opening wedge. 

The wedge might be an orchestra leader who 
sees merit in the amateur’s effort and airs it, or 
even records it (usually for a cut of the profits); 
or a singer who plugs it. This doesn’t happen too 
often, but when it does, and the public reaction is 
favorable, the publisher opens his door a bit and 
the amateur could be on his way. 

His best bet is to enter the music game in any 
capacity available—a clerk, receptionist, office 
boy, if need be, and learn it from the ground up. 


ISTEN to Jack Lawrence, one of Tin Pan 

Alley’s top songwriters, who wrote “Linda,” “If 
I Didn’t Care,” “Sunrise Serenade,” “Symphony,” 
ina Or Nothing At All,” “Yes, My Darling Daugh- 
ter,” “Sleepy Lagoon” and other hits: 

 wNost people think song writing is a haphazard 
business. It isn't. It’s a tough, hard, full time 
job, and requires a severe apprenticeship just like 
any other business. I started writing songs when 
I was 13. I went at it seriously when I got out of 
high school. 

“I was thrown out of more publishers’ offices 
than you could shake a stick at. Then, in 1934, I 
met Emory Deutsch, who had a string ensemble 
6n the air. He liked a little number I'd written 
and used it for a.theme song. He got some mail, 
but still the publishers weren’t interested. 

“Finally E. B. Marks published it, not because 
they liked it but asa favor to Deutsch, who 
plugged their songs. Yes, it was a hit. The 
number? It was ‘Play, Fiddle, Play.’ 

“Was I on my way then? For the next three 
years I didn’t have another hit and I was ready 
to quit more than once. ‘What Will I Tell My 
Heart’ gave me new hope and I kept at it. But 
it was, and is, an awful grind.” . 

Lawrence lists the following “dos” as a 
to successful song writing: 

1. Keep your music within 32 bars. There are 
some exceptions but this is the general rule. 

2. Make your lyrics believable, sincere. The 
public can spot phony lyrics a mile away. (“I 
talk mine out loud. If they sound insincere, I 
drop them.’’) 

3. Pick an original title. ‘A good title whets 
the publisher’s appetite, gives him the urge to 
go on. 

4. Remember tkat simplicity is the keynote of

pective success of his gamble? Also, that a song 
printed by a song shark never gets beyond the 
wastebasket of publishers or performer; that his 
very identity with it, regardless” Qt its merits, 


gives it the kiss of death. 


How much song sharks take in over a year’s 
period is unknown, but there are hundreds of 
them in all parts of the country and at least two 
of them clear more than $100,000 each annually. 

As an added spur to an already profitable 
enterprise, from time to time they institute song 
contests, charging $1 or $2 entry fee and offering 
as high as $1,000 for first prize. The winner gets 
his $1,000, the song shark makes from $20,000 to 
$30,000 and the winning song makes a nice mantel 
decoration, but nothing more. 

What chance, then, does an amateur have to 
peddle that great inspiration? Ff he plans on song 
writing as a pleasant sideline—-something whipped 
up while singing in the bath or while strolling in 
the woods of a Sunday afternoon--he has prac- 
tically no chance at all. 

Publishers are’ not interested in part time ama- 
teurs. Competition among the top professionals 
is keen enough to assure them ready material. 
Manuscripts mailed in are returned unopened, as 
a rule, for the publishers dread Tin Pan Alley’s 
bugaboo: Plagiarism suits by amateurs who are 
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both music and lyrics. If you write sincerely, 
you'll probably write simply. 

And the “don’ts.”” Lawrence has one big one, 
“DON’T enter the business unless you're a bear 
for punishment!” 

Of course, ingenuity helps too. Like the time 
Lee Kuhn and Eddie Adherman, an eager-beavpr 
song-writing team, found that a particular pub- 
lisher was living in a midtown New York hotel. 
They took a room next to his and for two weeks 
played their ynpublished song continuously on a 
phonograph, 


bbe they wangled an appointment with the 
publisher in his office. They had not completed 
the first chorus when he jumped up in great 
excitement. 

“This is amazing!’’ he cried. “That melody has 
been haunting me for weeks!’ He published the 
song. 

Perhaps song writing is not your ambition. 
Maybe you aim to be a singer. There are many 
legitimate individual teachers and singing schools 
that can help you, or at least tell you what your 
prospects are. 

There are also numerous racket schools which, 
like the song sharks, guarantee to make you an 
opera star even if you can’t carry a tune. 

You would do well to give them a wide berth. 
After you have paid for countless lessons at $5 
each, you will likely discover that your vocal 
cords are thicker and your chances of singing 
success slimmer.

CARNEGIE HEIR 


By Galvin O’Brien 


ATHERINE DELAFIELD CARNEGIE 
leaped in terror from her bed as a high- 
pitched scream echoed through the halls 

of the old Carnegie Lodge on Cumberland Island, 
off the coast of Georgia. 

Quickly wrapping a night coat around her 
she started for the bedroom door when a cack- 
ling laugh sounded in the darkness. 

She heard the laughter echo and re-echo 


through the lodge and fade into silence, only to 
be followed by. tap-tap-tap through the walls of 


her room. 

Fully awake, she knew relief. It was only her 
79-year-old husband, Thomas Morrison Carnegie. 
Jr., scion of the Andrew Carnegie steel family, 
carrying out an alleged plot, she said, to drive 
her crazy. 

That was only one of the charges the beauti- 
ful, prematurely gray wife of the Carnegie heir 
included in her separation petition filed recently 
in New York City against her wealthy husband, 
vreat-grandnephew of the founder of the Car- 
negie dynasty and former treasurer of the 
Carnegie Foundation. 

Long before the separation, she told the 
referee, her husband had been almost constantly

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under the influence of alcohol, beat her fre- 
quently, and repeatedly threatened to drive her 
insane. 

“Once he rushed into my bedroom while 
under the influence of alcohol and said he was 
a great psychiatrist and was going to show me 
how easy it was to drive a person insane. 

“He incessantly repeated to me ‘You are 
dying—very soon you are going to die—lI want 
you to die on the same couch on which my 
father died.’ ”’ 

This kept up for months, she charged. 


“When I would walk along the endless hall- 


ways and eerie corridors of the house, my hus- 
band would unexpectedly spring out of a hidden 
stairway or sneak up on me from behind and 


seize me by the throat or pinion my arms down: 


“Once when we were at a camp called Tomi- 
chichi in Georgia, I was resting in my cabin. 

“T dozed but suddenly awoke and saw my 
husband crouched in a corner. He looked like a 
maniac. 

“He suddenly sprang at me with a jackknife 
in his hand. I caught his arm and we had an 
awful fight and I finally got away from him.” 

On another occasion, she charged, he learned 
that she was in constant dread of fire, where- 
upon he destroyed all the fire extinguishers in 
the house and then attempted to set fire to the 
structure. 

“‘He may have got his fortune from steel, but 
it would take nerves of steel to live with him 
any longer,’ she told the referee hearing her 
separation suit. 

Carnegie did not answer the charges in New 
York, claiming he was a resident of Georgia, but 
in his divorce petition filed in Camden County 
Court, Georgia, he said his wife had a violent 
and ungovernable temper which she released 
upon him without provocation. 

He further alleged that Mrs. Carnegie, whose 
two previous husbands were Edgar Lee Stone 
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The Steel Master's Great-Grand- 
nephew, Said His Wife, Was 
Bént on Driving Her Crazy 
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ang George Connor, refused te abide by her 
marriage vows and declined to account for her 
absences from home. 

Mrs. Carnegie in turn ignored the Georgia 
suit and Carnegie’s charges. She said the 
Georgia courts had no jurisdiction in the case 
because both she and her husband were resi- 
dents of New York State. 

In her separation action, Mrs, Carnegie Said 
her husband was worth more than $1,000,000. in 
cash, plus great land holdings left him by his 
father and mother, William and Lucy Carnegie. 
She asked for $150 a week alimony. 

The. former Katherine Delafield, of Darien, 
Conn., relative of the Winthrop, Stuyvesant and 
Van Rensselaer families, charged that her two- 
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year marriage to the steel heir was a constant 
race from place to place and battle to battle. 
Their troubles started, she testified, right 
after their 1946 marriage when Carnegie refused 
to settle down in a New York apartment but in- 
sisted she gallivant all over the country. 
“After traveling. all over the country several 
times, I was fed up with living the life of a 
gypsy,” she said. 3 
“There was a lot of arguing before we finally 
found an apartment in New York in May, 1947, 
but on Sept. 29, 1947, he asked me for the car 
keys one day and I haven’t seen him since.”’ 
Carnegie’s two previous marriages ended in 
divorce. First he married Dorothy Duncan, 
daughter of another wealthy family, and after 
four years she got a Paris divorce on the 
grounds of desertion. Next he married Blanche 
Strebeigh, daughter of Mrs. Jerome Napoleon 
Bonaparte. That marriage ended in Reno. 
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‘chad rheumatic fever as a child, there was noth- 
ing in her recent history to warn her that this 
killer would attack with such dramatic swiftness.

The new treatment for apoplexy was devel- 
oped by Drs. N. C. Gilbert and Geza de Takats

As If Struck With a Hammer, the 
Girl Collapsed in the Arms 
of Her Partner.

E MUSIC was soft, the lights low. It was 
cently reported in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. Jn their investigation, they 

used the new procaine therapy on 25 patients. 


a romantic evening. An attractive young 
girl, scarcely out of her teens, had looked 
forward to this moment for weeks. This was her 


big night. She was dancing with “him.” Life Many of these patients were at death’s door, with 
was wonderful. : little or no hope held out for their recevery. 
Suddenly the natural glow of her skin After injectiofi of the drug, 19 of the patiertts 


changed to a sickly pallor. The blood seemed 
to drain from her face. Her lips turned blue> 
Then, as if someone had struck her over the 
head with a hammer, she collapsed in the arms 
of her partner, unconscious. 

Someone stopped the music. ‘The hushed 
crowd circled around her limp form stretched 
out on the floor. By the time a doctor arrived, 
her right side had become paralyzed. In a deep 
coma, oblivious to all that was happening, she 
was rushed to a hospital. 

Examination revealed that the girl had been 
struck down by apoplexy—-one of mankind’s 
oldest and most vicious killers. Although she 
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showed remarkable improvement. They regained 
consciousness and were able to speak. In many 
cases the paralysis was lessened, or conipletely 
abolished. 

Apoplexy usually is associated with older 
people, but it can, and often does, strike men 
and women in the prime of their lives---and also 
the young. Some of the patients treated with the 
new therapy were only 18 years of age. 

Many of the younger patients treated by the 
Chicago doctors had a typé of apoplexy caused 
by a ‘“‘cerebral embolism.”’ Most of them had had 
a previous history of rheumatic fever. . 

The attacks were brought on when a tiny 
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clot of blood, called an embolus, was formed 
somewhere in their circulatory system. This 
clot was pushed along in the bloodstream until 
it finally lodged in the finer blood vessels of the 
brain. Here it acted as a plug and cut off circu- 
lation to some of the vital nerve centers. 

The effect on the body was as devastating 
as a bomb going off in the central office of a 
telephone system. The network of nerves in the 
brain, the body’s central office, damaged by the 
choked-off circulation, no longer functioned prop- 
erly. The nerves could not send their ‘“‘messages”’ 
to the muscles and other parts of the body that 
they controlled. The result was a sudden loss of 
consciousness—and paralysis. 

The object of the new treatment is to restore 
circulation to the brain as soon as possible. The 
injection of the procaine hydrochloride into the 
spinal nerves causes a dilation of the blood 
vessels in the head. This steps up the c:rcula- 
tion of blood to the areas impoverished by the 
clot and, in nine of 10 cases treated, there was 
an almost immediate regaining of consciousness 
and a lessening or complete disappearance of 
paralysis. 

Another type of apoplexy, called cerebral 
thrombosis, which is caused by the formation of 
clots within the brain itself, aiso seems to re- 
spond to the new treatment. Of 12 patients given 
the procaine injections, eight showed what the 
doctors described as good ‘“‘responses.”’ 

The only type of apoplexy for which the 
new treatment is not effective is a kind recog- 
nized by the doctors as caused by a cerebral 
hemorrhage. This is the most serious form of 
the ailment and occurs when the blood vessels in 
the brain rupture. It usually ‘attacks older peo- 
ple and is often due to high blood pressure or 
hardening of the arteries. 

With typical scientific caution, the Chicago 
doctors point out that the- procaine treatment is 
not the final answer to the complicated prob- 
lems of apoplexy. They feel that their work 
is the beginning of a more aggressive attitude 
on the part of medical science against this killer 
and crippler. 

They modestly state that “‘these results sug- 
gest that a less passive attitude should be taken 
in regard to the treatment of apoplexy.” 

Up to now doctors have had little to offer 
to aid the recovery of victims of this ailment. 
3ut now that the way has been Shown, and more 
research men take up the problem, the outlook 
should be bright for those who suffer from a 
crippling, and often deadly, disease,

Now, back to Clara and her hot ride on the 
train: 

As they neared the California border at Yuma, 
she doffed her close-fitting suit and borrowed 
Mrs. Traeger’s flowered pink silk kimono. Then 
she settled down to read newspaper accounts 
of the homicide. 

“Only once did she show signs of worry,” it 
was to be recounted. “She was reading an in- 
terview given by her sister. The sister was 
quoted as endeavoring to keep the news from 
Mrs. Phillips’ aged mother.

N HER arrival at Los Angeles, she posed for

With that, this person herself began to remove 
the hat. Clara shied away, saying, “You’ll have 
to excuse me.

On the witness stand, she calmly swore that

Peggy Caffee bought the hammer and struck the 


fatal blows. 

She said that she (Clara) and Alberta had 
fought, that she had called for help, and that 
Peggy had hit Alberta, saying, “Ill mess her up 
so that she’ll never bother anyone’s husband!” 

But the jury rejected this testimony, and 
Clara got 10 years to life. 

Nine days later, her attorney filed notice of 
appeal. 


ENDING this matter, Clara occupied a cell on 

the top floor of the old three-story county jail 
building. 

This now became the scene of an exploit 
plucked right out of the museum of movie 
thrillers. : 

On the night of Dec. 2, the face of a man 
appeared at the barred cell window. He told her 
his name was Jesse Carson, that he had attended 
her trial, and had vowed to rescue her in the 
event the state did not see fit to free her legally. 

Whereupon he sawed through two bars and 
covered the marks with chewing gum. 

“That’s all for tonight,” he whispered. 

It rained the next two nights, making the 
roof too slippery for safety, but Carson (who was 
always to be described as “an adventurer and 
soldier of fortune”) returned early on the morn- 
ing of the Oth. 

He completed his sawing job, got her out, 
guided her along the roof to a vent pipe. They 


landed on an adjoining roof and reached the 
ground by way of a rope. . 

Within an hour, the resourceful Carson had 
her safely--if rather uncomfortably—-installed in* 
a semi-furnished excavation he had prepared un- 
derneath a house on the outskirts of Pomona. 

Conditions In Clara’s new home not being con- 
ducive to health, she contracted tonsilitis there, 
so Carson spirited her to Redlands. 


VER thoughtful of her safety, he had rented 

half of a duplex bungalow, the other half of 
which was occupied by an elderly woman who 
could neither read nor write. 

On Jan. 4, Clara’s good Samaritan bought rail- 
way tickets for St. Louis, and she entrained in a 
disguise, having bleached her hair and donned 
dark glasses. Thence they proceeded to previously 
engaged lodgings in New Orleans. . 

Here the pair behaved so charmingly with the 
landiord and his wife that, when their ship sailed 
for Mexico, these good people saw tiem off. 

Bon voyage! Have a nice time! 

Back in Los Angeles, the police were unable 
to make any progress. It remained fo: a reporter, 
Morris Lavine of the Examiner, to picce out the 
puzzle. 

He reasoned that if the fugitive were still in 
Los Angeles, relatives or friends wou'd get in 
touch with her; and if she was elsewhere, she 
would need money. 

He discovered that Armour Phillips had with- 
drawn $570 from his bank account three days 
before Clara’s escape, and had made two sub- 
sequent withdrawals—-$119.25 on Jan. 30, and $140 
on the 3lst. 

No money orders had been drawn by Phillips, 
and no drafts secured. 

Lavine assumed that Mexico had been the 
logical destination. He learned that much of the 
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business between the two countries passed through 
the Bank of Montreal in Mexico. 

After contacting the Examiner’s correspondent 
in Mexico City, Lavine learned that money was 
being sent to a Jesse Carson from Galveston, Tex., 
Via the Bank of Montreal. 

Lavine had Sheriff Traeger request the Mex- 
ican authorities to hold Clara Phillips. But by 
this time she had moved on to Guatemala. .\ 
Similar wire went to Guatemala, and word came 
back that she had sought refuge in Honduras. 

Lavine enlisted the aid of Dr. M. F. Rodriguez, 
consul for Honduras in Los Angeles. Presently 
word came that Mrs. Phillips, Carson and another 
woman (who proved to be Clara’s young sister, 
Etta May Jackson) had been “apprehended” in 
Tegucigalpa. 

The reporter, all other efforts failings, left for 
Tegucigalpa, to find Clara and Etta May lodged 
in two unbarred rooms in the local police station. 
(Carson, meanwhile, had landed in the Honduran 
penitentiary in connection with a gun-running 
conspiracy on behalf of native insurrectionists.) 

Next, Undersheriff Biscailuz, Mrs. Biscailuz, 
and Deputy Sheriff Walter Hunter arrived. 
3iscailuz, long noted for his persuasiveness, took 
over the tricky task of getting Clara hack jntc@ 
the United States. 


T FIRST, the Honduran government agreed 

to give up the fugitive as soon as the extradi- 
tion papers arrived from Washington. Also, 
the cabinet agreed to let the Americans move 
to Puerto Cortez. There they received word 
that she would have to be freed because of faulty 
extradition papers. 

Gene Biscailuz now turned his persuasiveness 
loose on Clara. 

Did she not think she would be vindicated in a 
new trial? She certainly did. 

If she had fresh evidence in her behalf, she 
would very likely win a new trial, would she not? 
Her appeal was still pending. Why not waive 
extradition and go back? 

She agreed this was the thing to do, and they 
sailed away within a few hours on the S.S. Copan, 
a banana freighter. 

But the Tiger Girl must have regretted her 
compliance. Back in California. she learned that 
her appeal should have been filed within five 
days, whereas her attorney had let nine days 
slip by. So she went to San Quentin, and a job 
in the prison laundry. 

Some 10 years later, in 1933, she was trans- 
ferred to the newly-built Tehachapi prison. for 
women, and on June 17, 1935. she was released on 
parole.

ISTEN, my children, and you

‘mowsk:’, that July night in 1943, to strike 
=p a conversation with the Army private. 
They sat side by side im the club car of the 
Minnesota Flyer, and she was lonely. 

Her husband, Alexis de Tarnowsky, scion of 
a moble Russian family and a U. S. Army cap- 
taim. was soon to head overseas. Her three chil- 
dren. Marie, 16: George, 4, and Sandra, 2, were 
at home in Barrington, Ill., many miles away. 

The private was good-looking, animated and 
amusing. By the time they reached the small 
town where both were to change trains, Mrs. 
de Tarnowsky knew who he was—Charles Loren 
Fisk McIntosh, 34, son of a wealthy Detroit 
manufacturer. 

When, in the darkness of the small station, 
he took her in his arms and kissed her, she 
forgot everything else. 

That was the beginning. That was the start 
2 wild escapade that brought tragedy into 
he life of Alice: that lost her her husband, her 
children, her home; that subjected her to court 

odemnation. 

It was, however, not the end. Last June 
five years later—Alice went back into court and, 
numbly and contritely, asked for the return of 
her two youngest childrén, on the grounds that 
she and McIntosh had redeemed themselves by 
leading blameless lives for the past three years. 

Their previous conduct, she admitted, had 
been folly. That kiss in the dark had sent ths 
37-wear-old heiress and her newly-met com- 
panion on a madcap jaunt through 10 cities. 

McIntosh was picked up by G+men in New 
York City on charges of passing bad checks. 

Alice returned home and almost simulitane- 
ously de Tarnowsky went overseas. Alice got 2 
Mexican divorce decree. 

Four days later she married Mcintosh. 

The check chares were dropped when the 
elder Mcintosh made full restitution. 
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Mrs. Mcintosh, With 
George and Sandra. 
She Wants Them to

Future. 
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After Five Years Without 

Her Children, Mrs. Mcintosh 

Thought She Had Paid Suf- 
ficiently for Her Folly 


Then the Army stepped in. McIntosh was 
charged with desertion, impersonating a non- 
commissioned officer, improperly wearing avia- 
tor’s wings. He received a dishonorable discharge 
and 10 years at hard labor. On review of his 
case he was assigned to a rehabilitation center 
and eventually, in February, 1946, given an hon- 
orable discharge. 

Meanwhile, de Tarnowsky had won a Chicago 
divorce and custody of the children. At the time 
Judge Michael Feinberg had called Alice’s Mex- 
ican divorce and marriage to McIntosh fraudu- 
lent, and denounced the “moral laxity of a 
voman reared in culture, luxury and refinement 
and afforded every opportunity for the highest 
concept of morality, fidelity and decency.” 

He made another statement, one that lived 
with Alice during the three long years in which 
she sought atonement: 

“It is possible that this penalty may help 
lead her to a realization of the error of her wa¥s 
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and to redeem herself sufficiently in the future 
to earn some equitable right or claim to her 
children.”’ 

When she sought custody of George, now 9, 
and Sandra, now 7 (Marie is now of age), Alice 
said: 

“I have clung to those words ever since they 
were pronounced. They have been the ruling 
motive of my life. If even the judge who so 
berated me could foresee the day when I might 
come with clean hands to claim my children, I 
thought I had a right to try. 

‘We did wrong, Fisk and I. The whole thing 
was crazy. But I’ve tried so hard. I’ve had no 
other thought in mind but to make myself 
worthy to have them back.”’ 

(In April, 1945, after de Tarnowsky got his 
divorce, Alice and McIntosh were married for 
the second time. ) 

“When we decided to make a decent life for 
ourselves, we didn’t try to lose ourselves in the 
crowd. We went to Muskegon, Mich., where Fisk 
was Known, where our every move could be ob- 
served, where nobody would have to guess how 
we were living, but would know. 

“Fisk hasn’t taken a drink from that day 
to this. [I’m proud of him and proud I married 
him. .He handles all his father’s real estate. 
He's highly respected. He leads a good, clean 
life, holding out a helping hand to others who 
aren't as strong or lucky as he’s been. 

“Right after Fisk got out of the Army— 
and how hard he worked to earn that honorable 
discharge—-he got a job as a salesman. It was 
not easy. We were stared at and whispered 
about wherever we went. Sometimes we were 
asked to leave our lodging place as undesirable 
characters. : 

“We tried so hard to redeem ourselves. Fisk 
is going to join the country club soon and I've 
been invited to join the women’s club and the 
garden club. The ladies have been very kind. 

“Yes, Fisk and I were wrong. But I think 
our three years of married life together prove 
that we were swept off our feet by a real love; 
that our romance was not the cheap, tawdry 
affair it appeared to be at the time. 

“I have had three years of penance. I don’t 
think I deserve more punishment. But even if 
I do, is it justice to punish children for my 
folly? They need a mother’s care—a _ good 
mother’s care. We can offer them a good home. 
Fisk is a kind man and loves George and Sandra 
as if they were his own. We have a happy fu- 
ture before us. Why can’t the children share it?” 

De Tarnowsky, represented by Attorney Nor- 
man Becker, had no comment to make on his 
former wife's plea.

to cry out against the unfairness and lack of 
understanding of the wife, who had accompa- 
nied the client to Frieda’s office. But gradually 
she realized a lesson that career girls have to 
learn—-that attractiveness can sometimes be a 
handicap. 

“The wives of clients who don’t understand 
career women have cost me a fortune,” she said 
recéntly. 

Miss Hennock’s career really began when she 
graduated from New York’s Morris High School. 
She went to her parents, Boris Hennock, pros- 
perous real estate man and banker, and her 
mother, Sarah, and said: 

“I’m going to be a great lawyer some day. I 
want to go to law school.” 

But her parents didn’t approve of careers for 
girls—particularly for their daughter. Her father 
Sald: 

‘Frieda, if you are determined to be a law- 
yer, we will not stop you.

So Frieda, without their help, enrolled in 
Brooklyn Law School, and got a job with the 
law firm of Thomas and Friedman to pay her 
way. 

She graduated in 1924—-but she had to wait 
two years, until she became 21, before she could

be admitted to the bar. A woman friend offered 
her office space rent-free in her real estate of- 
fice, and Frieda hung up her shingle with 56 
in cash and a world of confidence. Frieda did 
legal work for her friend in return for the space 

and was surprised a little later when the 
friend gave her a fee of $3,000. 

But Frieda found good use for the money. 
She was appointed by the court to defend one 
“Red” McKenna, accused of murder in a pay- 
roll robbery. 

“It was my first big case,” she said, “and I 
was determined to win it.” 

She used the $3,000 in preparing the defense. 
She studied ballistics until she became an ex- 
pert in the field. She hired architects to visit 
and sketch the scene of the crime, and she con- 
ferred constantly with her client. 

The trial day was approaching. Frieda was 
supremely confident. She felt that*the $3,000 
was well invested as she looked forward to her 
first appearance in court—-to the masterly de- 
fense she would make—the real beginning of a 
great career. 

Then, shortly before the date of the trial, 
“Red” McKenna participated in a sensational 
break from the Tombs——-and committed suicide. 

All her work, all of her money, it seemed, 
had gone for nothing. It was discouraging until 
sne found that the story of her careful prepara- 
tion brought her more business. She quickly 
built a reputation as a brilliant defender in 
murder and other criminal cases.

Gradually she left the field of criminal law. 

"ler capacity for work was tremendous. "rom 
1935 to 1939 she was Assistant Counsel to the 
New York State Mortgage Commission, carried 
on her own practice, taught in Brooklyn Law 
School, and studied low cost housing. She main- 
tained her own office from 1926 until 1941, 
when she joined the law firm of Choate, Mitchell 
and Ely. 

She’s been so busy, in fact, that she’s never 
found time for romance. Did she regret that? 

“No,’’ she said. Then added, a little wistfully, 
“but sometimes I’m sorry I have no children. 

“I believe that a marriage and a happy nome 
is the greatest wealth a man and woman can 
have.” 

That belief has caused her to refuse to take 
any fee in a divorce matter for more than 15 
vears.

These were in the Aristo- 
phanic (400 B, C:), Ciceronian (50 B. C.), Jerom- 
lan (300 A.D.), Nicholanian (following 850 A.D.), 
and in the Borgian (‘following 1500 A.D.) periods. 

Now we approach the verge of another such 
period due to the confusion and misunderstand- 
ing of recent developments of science. 

The first five periods of the loss of faith had 
terrible consequences upon their times. These 
losses of faith by the ruling classes were serious, 
but also shallow and silly. The world went ahead

after faith was recovered, However, we dare not 
let this happen again. 

Loss of faith in the uniqueness of man and his 
destiny is not only appalling in its consequences, 
but it is the quintessence of shallow thinking. 

Previous lapses in faith may be excused as 
juvenile and adolescent gropings of immature 
Western man. Now for the first time in history 
we know what is the matter with us and have. the 
materials and tools to control the situation.

pened to those societies in the pe when the 
well-fed classes led in turning away from faith. 
Now we know. 

When Plato considered the devastated state of 
conditions in Greece, he wanted to make philoso- 
phers kings, or kings philosophers. This was im- 
possible because Plato Knew no history behind 
Herodotus and Homer. 

Similar lack of Knowledge plagued every crisis 
period up to and including those of Praise-of-Folly 
days of Cesare Borgia, Nicollo Machiavelli, Desid- 
erus Erasmus and Francis Bacon. 

This last period of loss of faith arose because 
of the rediscovery of the historical documents of 
tome and Greece. Men began to compare their 
status in the 16th century with 
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tions in the West, particularly those of the earlier 
periods before these civilizations,got into trouble. 

They blamed Christianity for the fall from 
what they considered the earlier Garden of Eden. 
They did not know that Christianity had risen to 
prominence as a movement trying to prevent Eve 
from taking the serpent’s advice. 

This blaming of Christianity for the fall of man 
was very prevalent among the well-fed people up 
to and including Gibbon whose “Decline and Fall 
of the Roman Empire” was published during our 
revolution. 

By then the vast majority of people had very 
largely returned to faith. The next period of un- 
faith began in the early 1900s, due to the misinter- 
pretation of the meaning of the important growths 
in the physical and social sciences. 

This period was fired by two works—W. G. 
Sumner’s, “Folkways,” in 1906, and James H. 
Leuba’s “Belief in God and Immortality,” in 1916. 

Sumner contended in part that the beliefs could 
make anything right and prevent the condemna- 
tion of anything. Later he modified these ideas. 
However, many persons secured from Sumner the 
idea that right and wrong were just silly customs 
and had little real relationship to God or culture. 

Leuba studied the beliefs of college students 
from freshmen to seniors and of men of science. 
He found out that seniors claimed they believed 
less in God and Immortality than lower students. 
Furthermore, great scientists were supposed by 
him to believe less in God as they progressed. 

The trouble with both of these men was that 
they did not handle their materials correctly, al- 
though the period studied by Leuba was one in 
which it was fashionable to make fun of religion 
because its meaning was not understood by imma: 
ture scholars. 

Never was faith more necessary, more logical 
and more well founded in knowledge than now. 

The more we learn about the universe of law 
the less can we carp at the basic philosophy and 
creativeness of Christianity and faith in man. 

The man who handles the atom must be a man 
of faith.

HE farmer was walking through his pasture 


T wren a friend drew his car to a stop on the 
road alongside, and called: 

“Going into town. Could you let me have 
five bucks for a couple of days?”’ 

The farmer tugged at his overall pocket, 
pulled out a wad of bills. He picked out a $5 
bill, laid the rest—-$80—on a rock, and walked 
over to the fence. 

“Sure,” he said, holding out the. five. 

They chatted a minute about the weather. 
Then the friend drove off. The farmer turned 
back toward the rock—and stapped short. 

It was a quiet, sunny day, with hardly a 
breath of wind blowing. A little way off, a calf 
was lying down, chewing her cud. There wasn’t 
another living thing in sight—-yet the rock was 
bare! The $80 was gone. 

Frantically the farmer hunted through the 
grass near the rock, but found no trace of his 

oney. Unhappily he trudged back to his house, 
sali to solve the mystery. Again and again he 
went over the scene in his mind—but all he 
could recall was the sunny meadow, the rock, 
his talk with his friend, and the calf. The calf! 

“I swear to goodness,” he cried. “It must 
have eaten it!” 

He ran from his house, took the calf to the 
village slaughter house, and ordered it turned 
into veal—with one proviso: 

“Whatever you do, make sure you give me 
the cud!”’ 

He sent the chomped, chewed mass to the 
United States Treasury—and a little while later 
received good news. 

Treasury experts, working with high-pow- 
ered magnifying lenses, had _ identified his 
money, had pieced together the masticated bits 
—or enough of them to make proper identifica- 
tion—and sent him a cheek for the full amount! 

The case of the Ohio farmer was only one 
of hundreds of instances in which the treasury’s | 
experts in the Currency Redemption Division 
identified and redeemed $11,433,000 worth of 
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badly worn, torn, mutilated, decayed or burned 
paper money during 1947—highest figure in 
treasury history. 

Twenty-two experts, working with tweezers 
and other precision instruments under powerful 
lenses, study the scroll work, portraits, lettering 
and serial numbers of scraps of currency which 
are sent in, fitting the torn or burned bits to- 
gether with patient, studious care that Sherlock 
Holmes would have envied, carefully peeling 
apart layers of moulded or rotted bills. 

If they can find three-fifths of a bill in recog- 
nizable condition, the treasury will redeem it for 
its full value. If they can identify less than 
three-fifths but more than two-fifths, the treas- 
ury will pay half its value. If less than two- 
fifths can be identified, it pays nothing. 

Rare exceptions to this rule are instances 
in which affidavits from banks, post offices, or 
other organizations or individuals establish the 
fact that a specific amount of money has been 
destroyed. If the proof is considered sufficient, 
the treasury may pay. 

In every instance, however, the experts try 
to identify enough of the bill to make full pay- 
ment—and their work sometimes approaches the 
level of a miracle. 

There was, for instance, the case of the man 
who idly held $100 in fresh, green bills in his 
hand as he talked with a friend on a country 
roa@. He felt a slight tugging, whirled—-and saw 
the last of the bills slip down the throat of a 
hungry goat! He had the goat killed, and 
the stomach sent to Uncle Sam's experts in

money undigested to make complete restitution. 

Then there was the farmer who put $300 in 
his wallet, and went out to plow a field. At noon 
he hurried to the bank to pay off an installment 
on his mortgage—only to find his wallet gone! | 
A year later, when he was plowing the same 
field, the plowshare turned up the wallet. It-was 
soggy and muddy, but treasury men sorted 
the clammy mass——and redeemed every dollar. 

An elderly Baltimore, Md., woman found her 
meager savings of $100. blackened and charred 
in the ash box of her cook stove, where her son 
had hidden the money while intoxicated. But- 
the money experts found ‘enough to redeem—as 
they did in another and more tragic case. A 
West Virginia couple were slain in their home 
by robbers, looking for a supposed hoard. The 
bandits set fire to the home to hide their crime 
—hbut heirs later found $6,000 in partly-burned 
bills hidden in cans beneath the ruin of the 
kitchen, and were paid their legacy in full. 

While millions are redeemed each year, other 
millions are lost—often by carelessness. If 
money is charred or burned, the most extreme 
care is necessary. As long as the burned frag- 
ments remain in large flakes, identification is 
possible. If they are carelessly handled and re- 
duced to powdery ash, the case is hopeless. 

If fire attacks your money, call in your 
banker or another expert. He'll know how to 
salvage it, how to pack it and ship it so you'll 
have the best chance of gecovery. If it is 
burned in a can or box, do not.disturb it, but 
send container and all to Washington. Loose, 
charred bills may be packed up by placing a 
moist blotter on top of them, placed between. 
two sheets of blotter and shipped flat. 
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The White Lady of the 
Brandenburgs Might Have 
Dwelt in the Court 

of Solomon 
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Was She Sheba Herself? And Did the 
Sitting Man Smeliers Belong to Solomon? 


The cave was dark and rugged, in the heart 
of the desolate Brandenburg Mountains in 
Southwest Africa. But the Abbe Henri Breuil 
had entered hundreds of others like it in his 
life-long study of prehistoric art in France, 
Spain—and now in Africa. 

The beam of his flashlight moved slowly over 
the rough, rocky wall. 

Suddenly his heart leaped! 

Full in the ray of light the figure of a woman 
seemed almost to start from the rock. A white 
woman of fair skin and black.hair, painted with 
full, warm color, with vivacity and charm. 

This was_not the work of primitive cavemen. 
This alluring feminine creature would have been 
more at home in the perfumed splendor of an 
ancient court of Solomon, Sheba, or Phenicia. 

She was no companion of the Bushmen and 
Bantus who once ranged these harsh stones. 

The Abbe knew that he had made a discov- 
ery of first historical importance—that this 
was, perhaps, the finest rock painting ever found. 

For ten days the Abbe studied the figure. It 
had been painted—and the woman whose like- 
ness it was had lived a thousand years or more 
before the birth of Christ. 

How, then, had she come to this forbidding 
mountain region? What was her story? Even 
to such a distinguished archeologist, the rocks 
gave no immediate answer. 

That was August, 1947. For months the 
Abbe pressed his search for other paintings 
through Southwest Africa, and into Southern 
Rhodesia. And then, only recently, he came upon 
In a cavern near 
Zimbabwe, in Southern Rhodesia—a thousand 
miles away—he discovered paintings of white 
men with red, or reddish, hair. In technique, in 
details of ornamentation, they were linked with 
the “White Siren of the Brandenburgs.”’ 

For almost a century—since the great mis- 
sionary-explorer, David Livingstone, first pene- 
trated its jungles, men had voi the growing 
belief that Southern Rhodesia was the fabu- 
lously rich, Biblical “Land of Ophir.” 

It was from Ophir that King Solomon, build- 
ing his temple, drew wealth beyond the' dream of 
avarice. 

It may, too, have been from Ophir that the 
Queen of Sheba—-whose capital, it is thought, 
was in Southern Arabia—may have obtained 
the golden treasure she gave to Solomon. 

Where was the Land of Ophir? The Bible 
does not say. 

But the evidence for Rhodesia has mounted 


[" HAD no warning of what was to come. 
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steadily. Even today it is a land rich in gold 
mines: a land dotted with the ruins of forts 
and temples, towns, mines and the traces of 
roads made by men long before Christ. 

These ruins of an ancient civilization appear 
to center at Zimbabwe—where the Abbe found 
the pictures of the red-haired white men. From 
Zimbabwe toward the coast on strategic sites are 
the ruins of forts——built, perhaps, to guard the 
routes to the Port of Sofala, where Solomon’s 
fleets may have called for their treasure. 

Fanning out from Zimbabwe are other, les- 


ser, ruins of towns and villages, and the remains . 


of ancient mines; evidence of a teeming, thriv- 
ing colony which, experts say, was in full stride 
when Solomon’s temple was built, almost a 
thousand years before the Christian era. 

Many experts, comparing the plan of these 
ancient Rhodesian buildings with similar ones 
discovered in Southern Arabia, have declared 
that they were built by Eastern Mediterraneans. 

One discovery which seems to be linked to 
Eastern Mediterranean peoples, perhaps to Solo- 
mon-or Sheba, was a gold smelter—in its odd 
form suggesting the figure of a sitting man. This 
smelter closely resembles others found in the 
ruins of Solomon’s ancient port of Eziongeber. 

All this*men. had known. But never before 
had such a direct link to the people of the past 
been found as these rock paintings found by the 
Abbe Breuil. 

If Zimbabwe was the heart of ancient Ophir, 
who were these men and this woman? Did she 
once dance at the court of Sheba—or of Solo- 
mon? Could she have represented some lonely 
exile’s memory of Sheba herself? 

Was she, by any chance, some princess or 
royal siren, who exercised her power of enchant- 
ment over the hearts of men, dominating the 
whole colony, as she supervised the activities of 
the workers who once toiled in those ancient 
gold mines? 

Why, then,.was her painting found in the 
Brandenburgs, a thousand miles from Zimbabwe 
and its once flourishing civilization? 

There is evidence that the ancient mines may 
have been abandoned suddenly and precipitately, 

ps before an onslaught by savage native 
tribes. Could the “White Siren of the Branden- 
burgs”’ have been one of a lonely group of refu- 
gees, cut off from their associates, hunted and 
driven westward by their pursuers? 

Neither the Abbe Breuil nor Prof. van Riet 
Lowe of the Union of South African Archeologi- 
cal Survey, was prepared to answer those ques- 
tions.
